ROME, (l?i—Premier Benito Musso- 
lini, head of Fascist Italy, left by spc- 
cial train today for a four-hour visit 
with Fuehrer Adolf Hitler, German

He is to arrive at Munich tomorrow, 
leave there tomorrow night to attend 
the big German army maneuvers on 
the Baltic coast, arrive in Berlin Mon- 
day, be a fellow-speaker with Hitler at 
the Olympic Stadium, and leave Wed- 
jiesday.

“DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME” 
ENDS AT 2 O'CLOCK 
SUNDAY MORNING

NEW YORK, (lP)—Daylight saving, 
adopted in this country as a war-time 
measure to conserve fuel and perpetu- 
ated by various societies in peace- 
time to give the workingman an extra 
hour of daylight closes its most suc- 
cessful period at 2 a. m., Sept. 26. 

At that hour most of the clocks 
turned ahead an hour at 2 a. m. last 
April 25—depriving millions of an hour 
of sleep—will be turned back an hour, 
theoretically making up for that equal- 
ly theoreticai loss. Those who like to 
juggle figures estimate that New York 
City alone will gain a total of eight 
centuries of sleep that night.

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Doctor Defends 
Small Family 


Holds Few Good Citizens 
Better That “Rabble Of 
Neglected Starvelings” 


LONDON, (lP)—A defense of mothers 
who “provide the state with a small 
number of good citizens rather than 
a rabble of neglected starvelings” is 
contained in a report by Dr John K. 
Kershaw, medical officer of health for 
Accrington, of an investiagtion he has 
made into why families are becoming 
smaller. 

The criticism that parents are too 
fond of pleasure and consequently find 
children is a tie is not, he considers, 
well founded. The number of first- 
born children has increased in his 
borough, and was higher in 1936 than 
at any time since 1930. The number of 
second children has also increased.
